Montgomery later said he was only acting at the 
request of the Palm Beach County Ваг 
Association Advisory Committee, the one 
organization who has openly opposed the seperate 
jury district concept. 

Admitting he is now opposed to such a concept, 
he gave as his reasons that the concept “looks 
like regression” and that the Bar Association feels 
the seperate jury district. will require. a "great 
effort and cost to benefit a very few.” 

Of course the attorneys who make up the Bar 
Association are among the primary people who 
would have to start making the trip to the 
Glades, killing, ad Mongomery put it, three or 
four hours just to appear before a judge for 15 to 
20 minutes. 

And he's right. Making that trip across SR80 
kills half a day. No way about it. Ask the 
deputies and city police officers who now make 
the trip east. Ask the witnesses from Belle Glade, 
South Bay and Pahokee. Ask the Glades area 
jurors who have to travel Killer 80 for a week or 
more to fulfill their jury obligations. 

We can only wonder if the trip west is longer 
than the trip east..or is it that the lawyers who 
make up the Bar Association think it's better for 
the people who live west of 20 Mile Bend to make 
the trip than the lawyers who -live east of the 
Bend. 

Who is the Bar Association members supposed 
to be serving? Themselves or their clients? 

One answer, of course, is that people in the 
Glades can use to a fuller extent the attorneys‘ 
who make their homes in the Glades.

Gardenias are one of the 

most popular specimen 

shrubs that we have in 

Florida and аге highly 

prized for the attractive, 

dark green, glossy foliage 
and the fragrance of the 
beautiful white flowers. 

There are many varieties of 
gardenia available from local 
nurseries and the principal 
differences among these are 
the size of flowers, the 
length of the blooming 
season and the growth rate 
of the individual plant. 

Within the last two years 
there has been a new 
variety of gardenia intro- 
duced to the nursery 
industry that has a large 
white bloom for a Ге. days 
and then the flower changes 
io a`dep golden yellow.

"Golden Magie' is available 

at some local nurseries. 

When you purchase a 
gardenia make sure that 
you place it in the proper 
location in your landscape. 
Gardenias like full sun for 
optimum growth and flower- 
ing. They should not be 
placed too-near the house 
because the soil next to the 
house is usually quite
